Saturday  the  Cougars  fast  break 
was,  for  the  most  part,  at  its  best 
as  BYU  exploded  midway  through 
the  first  half  to  completely 
dominate  play  with  the  Rams. 

Leading  only  19-16  with  13:03 
left  in  the  first  half,  the  Cougars’ 
defense  and  rebounding  jelled  to 
allow  the  offense  to  outscore  the 
visitors,  17-2,  to  lead  35-18  with 
8:05  remaining. 

Colorado  State  came  back  to 
cut  the  margin  to  39-30  with 
three  minutes  left,  but  that  was  as 
close  as  they  could  get. 

The  lead  was  1 5 points  most  of 
the  second  half  with  the  Cougars 
increasing  it  to  90-70  when  the 
bench  was  cleared  with  3:11  left 
in  the  game.

WASHINGTON  (AP)-  The 
Nixon  administration  is  expected 
to  ask  Congress  this  week  to 
approve  two  new  Safeguard 
defense  missile  sites  in  Missouri 
and  Wyoming,  informed 
congressional  sources  said  Sunday. 

The  sources  said  the  program  to 
be  outlined  Tuesday  by  Secretary 
of  Defense  Melvin  R.  Laird  will 
stress  protection  of  the  U.S. 
stiategic  deterrent  by  providing 
antiballistic  missiles-ABM— for 
Whiteman  Air  Force  Base,  Mo., 
and  Warren  Air  Force  Base,  Wyo. 

Both  are  sites  for  offensive 
Mi nuteman  intercontinental 
ballistic  missiles— ICBMs— as  are 
the  two  sites  approved  last  year, 
Grand  Forks  Air  Force  Base, 
N.D.,  and  Malmstrom  Air  Force 
Base,  Mont. 

While  President  Nixon  indicated 
at  his  Jan.  30  news  conference  a 
desire  to  proceed  with  other  ABM 
sites,  including  those  designed  to 
provide  for  defense  of  cities, 
sources  indicated  any  request  in 
this  area  might  be  limited  to  site 
acquisition. 

The  minutemah  site  protection 


is  basically  a defense  against  a 
Soviet  missile  attack,  while  area 
defense  is  designed  more  in  case 
of  an  accidental  launch  or  a Red 
Chinese  attack. 

By  confining  the  request  to  the 
two  new  ICBM  sites,  the 
administration  is  trying  to  fight 
this  year’s  ABM  battle  along  the 
same  line«  as  1969  when  the 
program  cleared  the  Senate  on  the 
50-50  defeat  of  a move  to  limit  it 
to  research. 

ABM  opponents  are  known  to 
feel  they  can  score  points  against 
any  shift  in  rationale  that  would 
stress  the  need  for  area  defense 
against  the  Chinese.  This  was  the 
approach  used  two  years  ago  by 
the  Johnson  administration  in 
seeking  approval  of  the  Sentinel 
ABM— the  system  scrapped  by  the 
Nixon  administration  for 
Safeguard. 

But  .S^en_;  J.W.  Fulbright 
(D-Ark.)  signaled  the  line  of 
attack  opponents  will  take  against 
extension  of  the  system  to  the 
two  additional  ICBM  bases  when 
he  noted  recently  that  even 
Pentagon  scientists  now  doubt  the 
Safeguard,  as  presently 


envisioned,  can  defend  ICBM 
bases. 

Laird  indicated  that  the 
Pentagon  plans  stepped-up 
research  on  ABM  radars,  an  area 
many  experts  cited  last  year  as 
one  of  the  weakest  aspects  of  the 
Safeguard  system. 

At  the  same  time,  he  hinted  at 
the  possibility  of  expansion  of  the 
Safeguard  system,  which  in 
addition  to  the  four  ICBM  bases  is 
envisioned  as  eventually  including 
eight  other  continental  sites, 
including  one  covering 
Washington,  D.C.,  with  possible 
Alaska  and  Hawaii  sites. 

“If  the  current  Soviet  buildup 
continues,”  Laird  said,  “We  will 
need  additional  costly  steps  to 
preserve  an  effective  deterrent.”

BYU  Weather 

The  U.S.  Weather  Bureau 
reports  that  today’s  weather  will 
be  fair.  The  high  temperature 
should  be  in  the  middle  50’s  and 
the  low  in  the  upper  20’s. 

The  Bureau  predicts  more  of 
the  same  for  tomorrow  and  an 
only  10  per  cent  probability  of 
rain.  The  temperature  is  expected 
to  stay  about  the  same  as  today. 
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Uniforms  Inappropriate 
For  Non-Military  Wear 


Perhaps  the  most  accurate  barometer  of  the  proximity  of  spring  is  the 
mode  of  dress  of  the  students  on  campus.  Instead  of  the  warm  winter 
coats  and  wool  shirts  which  have  been  so  prevalent  during  the  cold 
weather,  old  football  jerseys  and  dirty  tennis  shoes  become  the  order  of 
the  day.  This  is  all  well  and  good  (within  the  limits  of  university  dress 
standards  and  good  taste,  of  course).  College  life  would  not  be  quite  the 
same  without  it. 

But  there  are  a few  points  that  students  should  be  made  aware  of  in 
this  area  to  save  future  embarrassment  andjiifficulty. 

Because  of  the  manpower  need  of  the  military  in  recent  years,  more 
and  more  students  are  exposed  to  personal  military  experiences  or 
those  experiences  of  brothers  and  friends.  A by-product  of  these  is  old 
fatigues,  uniforms,  field  jackets  and  other  items  of  military  clothing 
that  remain  a part  of  wardrobes  long  after  military  service  is  over. 
Because  of  this,  there  ate  some  campuses  that  look  more  at  times  like  a 
rag-tag  army  base  than  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 

The  point  to  be  aware  of  then,  is  that  some  students  have  already 
been,  and  others  probably  will  be  involved  in  the  unauthorized  wearing 
of  military  clothing  before  the  Spring  is  over.  In  some  cases,  this  is 
simply  not  in  harmony  with  good  taste  and  university  dress  standards. 
In  other  cases  it  is  in  direct  violation  of  United  States  law,  and 
punishment  could  be  severe.  Ignorance  of  such  laws  is,  of  course,  not  a 
valid  defense.  For  this  reason  a review  of  some  of  the  limitations  on  the 
wearing  of  U.S.  military  clothing  might  be  helpful. 

Any  old  and  worn  military  uniform  is  inappropriate  for  wear  on 
campus  if  it  can  be  put  in  the  general  classification  of  “grubbies.”  Old 
clothes  that  fall  in  this  category  have  been  defined  as  being  appropriate 
only  for  wear  while  engaged  in  activities  such  as  washing  cars  or 
whitewashing  the  Y. 

Veterans  or  members  of  reserve  components  are  entitled  to  wear  their 
uniforms  only  on  specific  military  occasions,  and  these  are  not  to  be 
worn  for  general  campus  activities. 

Those  authorized  to  wear  uniforms  on  campus,  including  those 
members  of  the  military  assigned  to  active  duty  at  BYU,  ROTC  cadets 
and  affiliated  young  women's  groups,  may  not  wear  a mixture  of 
uniform  items  with  civilian  clothing. 

The  wearing  of  any  distinctive  item  of  a U.S.  military  uniform  by 
someone  not  authorized  to  do  so  is  a specific  violation  of  U.S.  military 
code  and  is  punishable  by  law  (Title  10  Armed  Forces  Code). 

If  a student  purchases,  for  example,  an  army  field  jacket  at  a surplus 
store,  all  distinctive  markings  of  rank  or  service  must  be  removed  before 
the  jacket  can  be  legally  worn  by  anyone  not  authorized  to  wear  the 
uniform  (civilians).  If  a uniform  coat  with  distinctive  U.S.  military 
buttons  is  purchased  by  such  a person,  they  must  be  removed  before  it 
can  be  worn.  Once  all  distinctive  military  buttons,  markings  and 
insignia  have  been  removed,  university  dress  standards  apply  as  to 
whether  or  not  such  clothing  is  acceptable  for  general  campus  wear.

Guest  Editorial 


Civil  Disobedience  Condemned 


There  are  many  civil  rights 
leaders  who  show  impatience  with 
the  process  of  democracy.  They 
rely  on  the  sit-in,  boycott  or  mass 
picketing  to  gain  speedier 
solutions  to  the  problems  that 
face  every  citizen.  But  we  must 
realize  that  the  legitimate 
pressures  that  won  concessions  in 
the  past  can  easily  escalate  into 
the  illegitimate  power  plays  that 
might  extort  demands  in  the 
future. 


The  victories  of  these  civil  rights 
leaders  must  not  shake  our 
confidence  in  the  democratic 
procedures,  as  the  pressures  of 
demonstration  are  desirable  only 
if  they  take  place  within  the  limits 
allowed  by  law.  Civil  rights  gains 
should  continue  to  be  won  by  the 
persuasion  of  Congress  and  other 
legislative  bodies  and  by  the 
decision  of  courts.  Any  illegal 
entreaty  for  the  rights  of  some 
can  be  an  injury  to  the  rights  of 
others,  for  mass  demonstrations 
often  trigger  violence. 


disobeying  what  they  consider  to 
be  an  immoral  law,  they  are 
deciding  on  a possibly  immoral 
course.  Their  answer  is  that  the 
process  for  democratic  relief  is 
too  slow,  that  only  mass 
confrontation  can  ’jring 
immediate  action  and  that  any 
injuries  are  the  inevitable  cost  of 
the  pursuit  of  justice.  Their 
answer  is,  simply  put,  that  the  end 
justifies  th'e  means.  It  is  this 
justification  of  any  form  of 
demonstration  as  a form  of 
dissent  that  threatens  to  destroy  a 
society  built  on  the  rule  of  law.

As  the 
courts  have  decreed  in  labor  cases, 
free  assembly  does  not  mean  mass 
picketing  or  sitdown  strikes.

Indoor  track  and  field 
championships  held  the  usual 
disappointments  and  great 
performances,  but  for  the  Cougars 
pleasant  surprises  were  the  rule  as 
they  edged  UTEP  136  to  128.

State’s  Bob  Boglione  on  the  last 
straightaway  spoiled  a chance  for 
second  place. 

The  team  finished  second  to 
UTEP  and  Hindley  later 
commented,  “This  is  the  first  time 
I’ve  gotten  anything  (the  silver 
medal)  other  than  sore  legs  from 
running  the  half.”
